Twenty years of faithful, earnest work among the 
needy little children of San Francisco! Twenty years 
of generous aid and cheerful co-operation from the citi- 
zens of this busy, restless city! Twenty years of bless- 
ings from Him who said, **Sufifer little children to come 
unto me!" And so we enter upon the third decade of 
our work. May it prove rich in blessings to the little 
ones committed to our care. 

In 1879 the second free Kindergarten of San Fran- 
cisco was opened at 116 Jackson street, under the auspi- 
ces of the Bible Class of the late Sarah B. Cooper. This 
was the beginning of the work now represented by the 
Golden Gate Kindergarten Association of this city. On 
October 6th, 1899, the Association entered with courage 
and hopefulness upon the twentieth year of its existence, 
and the results of the past twelve months more than 
justify this confidence. The average attendance of chil- 
dren at the kindergartens, notwithstanding epidemics 
of measles and whooping cough, exceeded past records; 
the general health was good, and the work prospered in 
all its branches. Financially the Association was 
strengthened by the payment of two legacies — one of 
17,379.20, received from the estate of the late Charles 
Mayne, and one of $2,500, received from the estate of 
the late Harriet Cooper. Owing to the continued ill 
health of our valued friend and collector, Mr. T. F. 
Shattuck, the subscriptions for the Merchants, the Real 
Estate, the Attorneys, the Insurance, and the T. Fuller

Shattuck Kindergartens were not collected for eleven 
months of the past year. In consequence of this defi- 
ciency, and notwithstanding that liberal donations were 
received from other contributors, the Association suf- 
fered from the lack of an Endowment Fund or other 
permanent source of revenue. Fortunately, the money 
received from the two estates enabled it to continue 
classes that otherwise must have been suspended. 

We are grateful to all who have helped us in the past, 
who are helping us in the present, to the Press for its 
invariable courtesy, to Wells Fargo Express Company 
and to the city railroads for free transportation; to the 
merchants, to the citizens, to the friends, known and 
unknown — we extend to them all our heartfelt thanks 
for their co-operation and encouragement. To the Advi- 
sory Board and to the Educational Committee we owe a 
debt of gratitude. It is to them we turn when danger 
threatens, and the success of the Association is largely 
due to their wise counsels and generous aid. 

Work involving grave responsibilities is only possible 
of success when encouragement is given to those who 
labor. We earnestly appeal to all who believe in the 
potentialities of childhood to encourage and uphold the 
Golden Gate Kindergarten Association, that in the 
future, as in the past, it may be enabled to protect and 
guide the young children of San Francisco, to the end 
that they may become good men and women — law-abid- 
ing citizens.

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Historical Resume of Early Kindergarten VIork of the 
Jacl(son Street Kindergarten Association. 



JACKSON STREET FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Classes 1 and 2. Organized October 6, 1879. 

In the autumn of 1878, shortly after the establish- 
ment by Felix Adler of the first free Kindergarten in 
San Francisco, Professor John Swett, Principal of San 
Francisco High School, called upon Mrs. Sarah B. 
Cooper, and, with his wonted educational enthusiasm, 
said, *'I know you take great interest in the education 
of children. You must see a wonderfully unique work 
that has been started on Silver Street for the poor chil- 
dren of that locality. It is well worth a visit at your 
earliest opportunity." Mrs. Cooper saw the vast import 
of the work and recognized its mighty bearing upon the 
future of this community. She at once appealed to the 
citizens through an ever ready and generous press, and 
was soon in a position to open a similar Kindergarten 
on the city front. 

Meantime another initial effort was going forward, 
among the members of Mrs. Cooper's large adult Bible 
class, connected with Calvary Presbyterian Church of 
this city. The result of the combined efforts was the 
establishment of the Jackson Free Kindergarten in the 
heart of the '' Barbary Coast.'' In 1887 this class was 
incorporated with the Produce Exchange and moved to 
1233 Pacific Street. 
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AIM OP THE WORK. 

The aim of the work was to gather in from among 
the abject poor, little children of both sexes from 
three to six years of age — to rescue them from the per- 
nicious influence of the streets; to teach them cleanli- 
ness, neatness, order, industry, truthfulness, generosity, 
kindness and affection, and to cultivate in them, as far 
as possible, the fundamental virtues and graces of true 
Christian character — thus laying the foundation for 
useful citizenship and a noble manhood and womanhood. 

It was found on opening the Jackson Street Kinder- 
garten that more children applied for admission than 
could be accommodated. It being desirable to have the 
children as young as possible, that they might have the 
advantage of two or three years' training before enter- 
ing the public school, it was decided to admit none over 
five years of age. This resulted in the sad necessity of 
turning back into the streets many unfortunate chil- 
dren. An appeal was made to the proprietor of the 
building to secure for a few months, rent free, a large 
lower room which was vacant. This was generously 
granted. Professor Swett kindly furnished teachers, and 
a requisition was made on the School Department for 
some old primary benches and other appliances, suffi- 
cient to make a fair beginning. Children of five years 
of age were grouped in this room, and were looked after 
by the pupils of the normal class, who alternated in 
teaching. Miss Swett, daughter of Professor Swett, 
finally took the claiss in charge and showed remarkable 
skill in the general training of these intractable little 
children, who were familiarly known as the '' hoodlums 
of the Barbary Coast." For over four months this 
class was carried on free of expense. Meantime an 
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earnest effort was made to graft the Kindergarten sys- 
tem on to that of the Public School. For the purpose 
of laying the matter before the proper authorities, a 
special meeting was held in the Board of Supervisors' 
Chambers, in the New City Hall, on the evening of 
February 27th. 

Stirring addresses were made by Rev. Dr. Stebbins, 
Judge Heydenfelt, Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper, Miss Kate 
D. Smith, Professor John Swett, John W. Taylor, A. 
McT. Davis and others, all of whom testified to the 
merits of the Kindergarten over all other systems of 
juvenile training, and strongly urged its adoption by 
the Board. The meeting resulted in the appointment 
of a committee to investigate the matter, and on May 
24th the committee reported in favor of adopting the 
older class of the Jackson Street Kindergarten as an 
experimental Kindergarten. This class was discon- 
ued in 1886 for lack of pupils in the immediate neigh- 
borhood. This was the connecting link between the 
Kindergarten proper and the primary school. 



UNION STREET FREE KINDERGARTENS. 
Organized June 20, 1881. 

The funds, by which the Union Street Kindergartens 
were started, came so unexpectedly and in so strange a 
manner, that it seemed a good Providence in behalf of 
the work. It chanced that a resume of the Annual 
Reports of the Jackson Street Kindergartens attracted 
the attention of a committee of gentlemen, who at that 
time held at their disposal a very valuable pair of diamond 
bracelets. The following correspondence tells the story 
of their bestowal.

Director and Superintondent Jaokson Street Kindergarten. 
Dear Madam: 

The gentlemen who were requested to act as a committee to award 
prizes to the best dressed ladies at the recent carnival ball have ascer- 
tained that the lady to whom was assigned the first prize is a professional, 
and, in accordance with the rules governing them, cannot receive the hand- 
some pair of diamond bracelets designated as such prize. As it is still 
generously placed at our disposal by Colonel Andrews, we have resolved, 
in order to avoid any unpleasant complications, to deliver it into your 
hands, to be disposed of for the benefit of the little ones entrusted to 
your guardian care and that of the ladies who are enlisted with you in 
your noble work. It is a sincere pleasure for us to be the means, by this 
singular chain of circumstances, of aiding your worthy charity, and in 
behalf of the committee, I tender to you our sincere wish that the Kinder- 
garten will, in this way, realize a handsome sum for its benefit. I have 
the honor to be, madam.

Dear Sik: 

Your most kind and welcome favor of the 15th instant came duly to 
hand. I do not need to assure you that its contents are a surprise and 
delight to the Jackson Street Free Kindergarten Association. At a special 
meeting of the Board I was requested to officially extend to the Committee 
of Award, whom you represent, and to Colonel Andrews, who so gener- 
ously placed the elegant prize at your disposal, the heartfelt thanks of the 
Association for this rich and valuable gift, in behalf of our work. It is a 
source of profound and grateful satisfaction to receive this substantial 
expression of appreciation and confidence in the work in which we are 
engaged. 1 am sure it is the first time the little children of the Barbary 
Coast ever came into the heirship of diamonds. We shall do our very 
best to realize as much as possible from this munificent gift. I want to 
say, in this connection, that we have among one hundred little pension- 
ers at 116 Jackson Street many diamonds in the rough, and it should give 
you great joy to feel, that in awarding us this valuable prize, you are furn- 
ishing us the means for shaping and polishing these uncut gems, so that,

From a musical and literary entertainment, given in 
connection with the disposal of these bracelets, 1800 
was realized, and the foundation was laid of the Union 
Street Kindergartens. These, as at Jackson street, con- 
sisted of two classes — one being the Charity Class, No. 

3, later Experimental Class; the other Charity Class, No. 

4, later Emily Faithfull. 

The children at that time were crowded into one large 
room; subsequently the entire two-storied building was 
occupied by the Association for kindergarten purposes. 

CHARITY CLASS, SUBSEQUENTLY EXPERIMENTAL CLASS. 

Class 3. Organized Jane 20. 1881. 

This class opened June 20, 1881, at 512 Union street, 
and consisted of 80 children under supervision of Miss 
Anna M. Stovall. At the opening of the school year it 
was divided into two classes. The five-year-old children 
formed an Experimental Class which was adopted and 
named by the School Board. When the School Board 
withdrew its support, on account of introducing kinder- 
garten work into lower primary classes, this class was 
provided for by the Kahler legacy, and was known as 
Kahler Memorial Kindergarten. Later, when in turn 
the Kahler bequest was exhausted, it was adopted by 
Helping Hand Society, and later still, by Mrs. Phoebe 
A. Hearst. 
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CHARITY CLASS, SUBSEQUENTLY EMILY PAITHFULL 
FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 4. Organized June 20, 1881. 

This Kindergarten had many and varied fortunes. 
It was formed from the overflow of Class 3. The name 
was changed on the occasion of a visit to the Coast of 
the noted philanthropist, Miss Emily FaithfuU, who 
generously donated part of the proceeds of a course of 
lectures, delivered in this city, toward its support. 

When the Hearst and Helping Hand Kindergartens 
increased in number this class was reorganized, October 
6, 1890, and was moved to Twenty-ninth and Mission 
streets. In 1897, owing to financial embarrassment, it 
was discontinued. 

MISSION FREE KINDERCti^T^N. 

Class 5. Organized 1^8?.' "• 

This Kindergarten was first located on the corner of 
Bartlett and Twenty-second streets. Through the kind- 
ness and liberality of Mrs. Leland Stanford, the Jackson 
Street Kindergarten Association was enabled to take it in 
charge, at the opening of the fourth fiscal year, October 
6, 1882. Later this class was discontinued on the opening 
of the Leland Stanford Memorial Free Kindergartens. 

HEARST FREE KINDERGARTEN, No. z. 

Class 6. Organized October 6, 1883. 

Hearst Kindergarten, No. 1, was opened at 512 Union 
Street, during the year 1883, and is supported by Mrs. 
Phoebe A. Hearst, whose wise and tender charities and 
whose manifold deeds of love and kindness have made 
her name a household word not only in San Francisco 
but also in far distant lands. It was formed of the 
forty and more little children who were crowded out 
of Classes 3 and 4. 

This, in brief, is the work that was accomplished by 
the Jackson Street Kindergarten Association during the 
four years ending October 6, 1883.

SUCCESSOR TO THE JACKSON STREET FREE 
KINDERGARTEN ASSOCIATION. 

Organized October 6, 1879. Incorporated October 6, 1884. 

A meeting of the Jackson Street Free Kindergarten 
Association was h^ld October 2, 1884, to consider the 
subject of l^oimHtSff and incorporating the Association. 
This issue was summarily forced upon the Association 
by a legacy of twenty thousand dollars. In drawing up 
the will it was found that only incorporated societies 
could receive such bequests. It was at once resolved to 
take steps looking to incorporation, and the .result of 
the movement was the incorporation of the Jackson 
Free Kindergarten, Association under the name of the 
Golden Gate Kindergarten Association. 



LELAND STANFORD JR. MEMORIAL FREE KINDERGARTEN 

Nos. I mnd a. 

Classes 7 and 8. Organized June 7 and June 14, 1884. 

The great work of 1884 was the establishment of the 
Stanford Memorial Kindergartens at 1912 Mason Street. 
On the anniversary birthday of her beloved son, Mrs. 
Stanford sent to Mrs. Cooper the sum of $4,000, to be 
used for the Kindergarten work uiider her charge. It 
was decided to use this sacred offering in the estab- 
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lishment of Memorial Kindergartens. These Kinder- 
gartens were opened to the little ones on July 7, 1884, 
but the formal opening took place on the 28th of the 
same month. 

PRODUCE £X CHANGE FREE KINDERGARTEN. 
Class 9. Organized October 4. 1884. 

The Evening Bulletin of July 17, 1884, contained the 
following:

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WHAT WAS DONE WITH THE NOBLE GIFT OF THE PRODUCE 

EXCHANGE. 

The following article from the Daily Alia of August 
9, 1884, shows what good was accomplished by the gen- 
erous gift of the Produce Exchange: 

Bearing Fruit — Organization or the Produce Exchanoe Kindbr- 
OARTEN. — It seems that the Produce Exchange is sampling a new sort of 
grain just now. New, most assuredly, so far as commercial marts are 
concerned, but as old as time in actual fact. They have been inyesting a 
generous sum in **the little grains of humanity," to be expended in the 
proper nurture and cultivation of these little human plants. No raking 
or harrowing about this new process of nature, it is said. There must be 
some *' cradling," one would suppose, to judge from the regiment of little 
midgets that " evoluted " around the play-ring in their games and motion- 
songs. All this was going on at the Jackson Street Kindergarten Associa- 
tion yesterday, No. 116 Jackson street, where the new class above named 
has just been organized. It will be remembered that a handsome donation 
was recently sent through Mrs. Cooper to this Association by the Produce 
Exchange, and this new class is the outcome. It is composed of some 
twenty-five little folks, no one of whom is more than four years of age. 

LBLAND STANFORD JR. MEMORIAL FREE KINDERGARTEN, 

Nos. 3 and 4. 

Glass 10. Organized December 15, 1884. 
Class 11. Organized January 26, 1885. 

The formal opening of these Kindergartens took 
place May 14, 1885. The building occupied by the 
Kindergartens is 125 feet in depth and forty feet in 
width. A yard of the same size with southern and 
eastern exposure furnishes a delightful playground. 
The Golden Gate Kindergarten Association in the exer- 
cises of the morning sought to express its appreciation 
of the generous aid extended to its work and the esteem 
and honor in which is held the founder of these Kin- 
dergartens. It was most fitting thus to celebrate the 
birthday of the son, in whose memory the Kindergar- 
tens were established. 
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LELAND STANFORD JR. PRBB KINDERGARTEN, No. 5. 

GlftSB 12. Organized July 13, 1885. 

This Kindergarten was opened July 13, 1885, and is 
located at 3303 Mission Street. The five classes of the 
Leland Stanford Jr. Memorial Kindergartens were 
organized during the years of 1884 and 1885 and were 
made possible by the great love and liberality of Mrs. 
Leland Stanford, who donated $5,000 annually for their 
support. This is the first instance of free Kindergar- 
tens being established and endowed as a living memo- 
rial of a beloved son. In June, 1891, Mrs. Leland Stan- 
ford set aside 1100,000 as an Endowment Fund. The 
President of the Golden Gate Association duly received 
the following highly prized letter from the Secretary of 
the Board of Trustees of the afore-mentioned fund : 

San Francisco, June 26, 1891. 

Mrs. Sarah 6. Cooper — My Dear Madam: I take pleasare in officially 
informing yon that Mrs. Leland Stanford has endowed the Leland Stan- 
ford, Junior, Kindergarten Schools of San Francisco (fiye in nnmber) with 
one hundred thousand dollars, in Northern Bailway Co. five per cent, 
bonds, placed in trust, known as the Leland Stanford, Junior, Kinder- 
garten Trust, and has appointed the following five trustees, to wit: 
Nicholas T. Smith, Charles 6. Lathrop, Charles Holbrook, John W. 
Allyne, Josiah W. Stanford. 

The income from the above inyestment will be deroted for the snpport 
of the Leland Stanford, Junior. Kindergarten Schools exoluslTely, so long 
as said schools shall continue to exist for the poor and needy ehildran of 
San Francisco. 

At a meeting of the Trustees, held June 25, 1891, N. T. Smith was 
elected Chairman of the Board and C. G. Lathrop was elected Secretary 
and Treasurer. 

I congratulate you and the children on this princely endowment, which 
secures for all time the success of the above schools. 

Who can estimate the good that will come out of it, or measure the 
happiness the bounty of Mrs. Stanford will bring these little children ? 
Their little voices, with the inspiration of love and truth, speaking from 
grateful hearts, will say: ** Ood bless her and her noble boy ! " and from 
Him who said, ' ' Suffer little children to come unto Me, " will come back 
the words, " Well done, thou good and faithful servant." 
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The first payment of interest on these bonds will be dne Oot. 1, 1891, 
from which time the income will be used for support of the schools men- 
tioned.

FLORA SHARON FREE KINDERGARTEN. 
Class 13. Organized January 1, 1886. 

Among the generous bequests of the late Win. Sharon 
was $3000 to the Golden Gate Kindergarten Association. 
At the earliest date of the kindergarten work in this 
city, Miss Flora Sharon, now Lady Hesketh, manifested 
a deep interest in its advancement, and was among its 
first life-members. The Association, on receiving this 
bequest, at once resolved to establish a '* Flora Sharon 
Kindergarten." Just at this juncture Mrs. Johnson, 
who had organized a kindergarten in a locality where 
such work was greatly needed — 334 Beale street — and 
who saw no possible way of carrying on the work unless 
immediate help was secured, petitioned the Association 
to adopt the little flock. This was done, and the work 
of repair and renovation was immediately begun, with 
the purpose, of making the Flora Sharon Kindergarten 
as perfect as possible in all its appointments. Later 
this kindergarten was discontinued for lack of support. 

KAHLER FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Suocessor to Class 3. Organized March 15, 1887. 

Among the generous and open-handed old-time friends 
of the Golden Gate Free Kindergarten was Captain 
Kahler, whose sad and tragic death occurred at Bougain- 
ville, a small island of the Solomon Group, where early 
in 1886 Captain Kahler had established a trading post. 
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In April or May it became known that he and his crew 
had been murdered by the natives, his schooner burned, 
and his trading post destroyed. Captain Kahler was a 
member of the United Order of Workmen, and had in- 
sured his life in their mutual insurance society for 
$2,000. One -fourth of this sum ($500) he devised to 
the President of the Golden Gate Association, to be 
used for the. Kindergartens under this Board. The in- 
surance was promptly paid by the officers of the Society 
and a Kahler Kindergarten Class was opened, March 
15th, 1887, at 512 Union street. In 1888 this class was 
adopted by the Helping Hand Society, and later by Mrs. 
Phoebe Hearst. 

HELPING HAND FREE KINDERGARTEN. No. x. 

CUsB U. Organized September 5. 18S7. 

In 1886 the Superintendent of this Association made 
an appeal in Bible Class for clothing. Mrs. D. W. Fol- 
ger at once grouped about her a number of young ladies 
of the First Congregational Church, who began making 
articles of clothing for the needy children connected 
with the Kindergartens of the Golden Gate Association. 
As the days of happy service flew by money began to 
come in from unexpected sources, and in 1887 the ladies 
found themselves with money and subscriptions suflS- 
cient to establish a Kindergarten Class under the aus- 
pices of the Golden Gate Association. This Kindergar- 
ten was later adopted by Mrs. P. A. Hearst. 

J. SHELDON LUX-POTTER FREE KINDERGARTEN. 
GUsB 15. Organized Janaary 1, 1S8S. 

On the 1st of January, 1888, the J. Sheldon Lux-Pot- 
ter Free Kindergarten was added to the Golden Gate 
Association, through the liberality of the late Mrs. 
Charles Lux. 
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J. SHELDON LUX-POTTBR PRBB KINDERGARTEN, No. 2. 
Class 16. Organized July 13, 1891. 

During the year 1891 Mrs. Charles Lux doubled her 
gifts to the Kindergarten, and the J. Sheldon Lux-Potter 
Kindergarten, No. 2, was organized by the Association. 
The building in which was located the J. Sheldon Lux- 
Potter Free Kindergarten, No. 1, was enlarged and 
greatly improved in appearance, so that it became one 
of the most beautiful and attractive of the kindergar- 
tens. It is situated in a very important field, where 
there are multitudes of children who need the kind 
offices of the kindergarten for early training and devel- 
opment.

Class 17. Adopted October 1, 1888. 

This Kindergarten was established by that devoted 
philanthropist. Miss Frances E. Willard, on the occasion 
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of her visit to this Coast, about eight years ago. At 
that time she generously gave part of the proceeds of 
her lectures to this Kindergarten, and left it under the 
auspices of the workers of the W. C. T. U., who labored 
to sustain it, with varying success. In course of time 
the care of the Kindergarten was relegated to Miss E. M. 
Domett as Superintendent. Other helpers being needed 
to carry so heavy a load, at the critical moment a benefi- 
cent helper was found in the person of Mrs. Charles 
Crocker, who was willing to supply the needed funds to 
insure its permanency, provided it would be adopted by 
the Golden Gate Association.

POPE FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 19. Organised Jannary 1, 1888.

POPE FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 19. Organised January 1, 188S. 

One of the most successful of the Kindergartens is 
the Pope Free Kindergarten. It formerly occupied the 
field in Tar Flat, but was driven from that locality by 
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the demands of the manufacturing interests. The field 
which it now occupies is not less important, reaching 
as it does a class of children who deeply need the kind 
care and instruction which the Kindergarten affords. 
This Kindergarten was organized in 1886 and re-organ- 
ized in 1888, since which time it has been most gener- 
ously supported by Mrs. A. J. Pope. 

THE PACIFIC STREET FREE KINDERGARTEN. 
Class 20. Organized July 22, 1889. 

In 1889, two years after the removal of the Produce 
Exchange Kindergarten to 1233 Pacific Street, a class 
was formed, in the same building, of the younger chil- 
dren of that neighborhood. This class was given the 
name of Pacific Street Free Kindergarten, and was dis- 
continued in 1899. 

HUNTINGTON FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 21. Organized July 22, 1889. 

Mrs. C. P. Huntington on May Day, 1889, sent a gen- 
erous gift to the Golden Gate Kindergarten Association 

with this note: 

Palacb Hotel, May 1, 1899. 
My Deab Mrs. Cooper : 

Since our pleasent interview I am oonvinced that the Kindergarten 
work in which you are so greatly interested is a most worthy charity. 

I enclose, with pleasure, one thousand dollars (|1,000) which you can 
use as seems best to you.

So generous a gift coming when the Treasury was 
barely equal to the pressing drafts upon it, and when 
little children were knocking at our doors, begat fresh 
courage and enthusiasm. 

The Huntington Free Kindergarten was opened July 
22, 1889, at 1233 Pacific street. For lack of support, it 
was discontinued in June, 1899. 
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HEARST FREE KINDERGARTEN. No. 2, 
Class 22. Organized August 5, 1889. 

During 1889 there was another overflow of children 
at 512 Union street, and about twenty-five or more 
little ones had to be denied admission for want of room. 
This fact coming to the knowledge of Mrs. Hearst, who 
was in Washington, D. C, she immediately, out of the 
fullness of a quick and generous sympathy, penned the 
following letter : 

Washingtok, D. C, May 26, 1889. 
Mt Dear Mas. Cooper : 

I am very anxious to take in the twenty-five little applicants. I will 
gladly supply the funds, if you can arrange for the room. No doubt the 
number will be increased twenty-five more, before the end of the year. 
I shall be glad and thankful if I can help them. I do not know the cost 
of the sittings, or the preparation of a suitable room, but if you wiU let 
me know, I will send the amount. * * * i agree with you that this is 
a blessed work, and the love of human hearts is a priceless boon to any 
one. There is nothing sweeter that the love of litUe children. 

In regard to the disposal of the large doll— in the FaU, when entertain- 
ments are being given, no doubt it can be disposed of to advantage, and 
the sum appropriated to the little necessities of the sick and suffering 
among the children.

The doll above referred to was a magnificient creation 
dressed by the Princess of Lome, for a Charity Fete in 
Washington. It was purchased by Mrs. Hearst and 
sent to San Francisco, to be disposed of for the children 
of her Kindergartens, as above indicated. 

HAZEL MONTGOMERY FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 23. Organized November 18, 1889. 

A generous gift of $500 from Mr. Alexander Mont- 
gomery came at a most opportune time, just when the 
Association was feeling anxious in regard to a large 
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overflow of children at the new Pope Kindergarten. 
One week after the receipt of the money the little folks 
were grouped in the Hazel Montgomery Kindergarten, 
at 211 Ninth street. For lack of support this Kinder- 
garten was discontinued in June, 1899. 

TWO FBIENDS' FREE SmDEBGABTEN. 

Glass 24. Adopted June 1, 1890. 

This Kindergarten was adopted by the Golden Gate 
Kindergarten Association in June, 1890. It was opened 
at 146 Shipley street on June 12, 1880, being the fourth 
Free Kindergarten opened in San Francisco, the Silver 
Street, the Jackson Street, and the Jackson Street Ex« 
perimental being the first three Kindergartens organized 
in this city. It is to the indefatigable labors of Mrs. 
Charles R. Story and Miss McLean that this Kindergar- 
ten owes its organization. It is now located at 1018 
Folsom street. 

HEAB8T FBEE KINDEBGABTEN, No. 8. 

Class 25. Organized July 14, 1890. 

Early in 1890, as a New Year's gift, came this mes- 
sage: 

'* I feel that I woald like to support another Kindergarten. If yon will 
kindly select a suitable locality and rooms I shall be very glad to have an- 
other gronp of little ones. I am most anxious to do this. I am satisfied 
that money expended in this way, for little children, accomplishes more 
good than in almost any other way. •*•••! jj^ye thought a 
great deal, during the last few weeks, about this matter, and am quite de- 
cided to have No. 3. I find great happiness in caring for these little 
children. « * * » XiCt me know when you find the desired locality. 
I hope it may be very soon."

Class 26. Organized Jnly 14, 1890. 

At the same time the Helping Hand Society increased 
its subscription, thus enabling the Association to estab- 
lish a second class (Helping Hand, No. 3) in the rooms 
of the Helping Hand Free Kindergarten, No. 2. 

POTBEBO FBEE XINDEBGABTEN. 

ClaBs 27. Adopted July 14, 1890. 

This Kindergarten was organized by the teacher, 
Miss Hare, and was adopted by the Association in July, 
1890. It is located at Tennessee and Solano streets, 
and is supported by gifts from the large manufacturing 
interests of the Potrero. This year (1899) Miss Hare 
assumes the entire respoiirsibility of the Potrero Free 
Kindergarten, independent of the protection of the 
Golden Gate Kindergarten Association. 

T. FULLEB SHATTUGK, JB., MEHOBIAL FBEE XINDEB- 
GABTEN. 

Glass 28. Organized October 20, 1S90. 

This Kindergarten was organized in memory of a 
beloved son of T. F. Shattuck, and its history is full of 
suggestive interest. On Sunday, October 20th, in the 
Bible Class of Mrs. Cooper, an appeal was made for 
shoes, much needed by the children in the Kindergar- 
ten at Eighth and Brannan streets. There was a vener- 
able, silver-haired gentleman in the class, on that day, 
who heard the appeal. On the following day a large 
supply of shoes was ^nt to the Kindergarten above 

\ 
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mentioned. Two days later a letter came enclosing a 
check for $21.00. Since that time Mr. Shattuck has 
collected large sums of money for the support of the 
kindergartens of the Golden Gate Association. 

The Board feels a deep sense of gratitude to Mr. Shat- 
tuck for his invaluable service in behalf of the children. 

EMILY POPE WALKER MEMOBLA.L FREE XINDEB- 
GABTEN. 

Class 29. Organized January 1, 1891. 

This Memorial Kindergarten was organized January 
1, 1891, in memory of an only daughter who died Decem- 
ber 14, 1890. It is supported by Mrs. Cyrus Walker, and 
is located at 221 Ninth street. 

MEBCHAirrS' FBEE KINDEBGABTEN. 

Class 30. Organized July 13, 1891. 

This Kindergarten is located at 106 West Mission 
street, and is doing good work in conjunction with the 
T. Fuller Shattuck Memorial Kindergarten. It is sus- 
tained by subscriptions collected from the merchants of 
the city. 

PEABL DOWDA MEMOBIAL FREE KINDEBGABTEN. 

Class 31. Organized April 6. 1891. 

This Kindergarten was named the '' Pearl Dowda" in 
memory of an only daughter of Mr. and Mrs. G. W. 
Dowda. Two hundred and fifty dollars were donated by 
the parents for this class. In 1897 it was discontinued 
for lack of support. 

INSimANCE FBEE KINDEBGABTEN. 

Class 32. Organized September 7, 1891. 

This Kindergarten was supported for many years by 
the collections of Mr. T. F. Shattuck, and was discon- 
tinned for lack of support in 18y9. 
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WM. N. STEUBEN MEMORIAL FBEE XINDERGABTEN. 

Class 33. Organized September 7, 1891. 

This Kindergarten was established by Mrs. Kate S. 
Hart in memory of a dearly beloved father, and was 
made an ideal home for the little ones. It was opened 
September 7, 1891, at 101 Nineteenth street, and passed 
from under the control of the Golden Gate Kindergarten 
in June, 1898. 

ATTORNEYS' FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 34. Orgauized October 5, 1891. 

This Kindergarten was originally supported by sub- 
scriptions secured by Mr. T. F. Shattuck from the law- 
yers of this city. During the past few years the Golden 
Gate Kindergarten Association has provided for its sup- 
port from balance in bank. 

REAL ESTATE FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 35. Organized October 5, 1891. 

This is the fifth Kindergarten established by funds 
collected by T. F. Shattuck. Owing to Mr. Shattuck's 
failing health its income has ceased, and its expenses, 
like those of the Merchants^ and Attorneys' and Real 
Estate Kindergartens, are a tax on the bank balance of 
the Association. 

THE SARAH H. GONDON MEMORIAL FREE KINDER- 
GARTEN. 

Class 36. Organized July 11, 1892. 

This Kindergarten was opened under the auspices of 
the Swedenborgian Church, Rev. Joseph Worcester, 
pastor. Like all other free kindergartens it was entirely 
unsectarian in character, the aim being to teach the 
little ones ** whatever things are true, pure, honest, 
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lovely and of good report. '* The subscriptions for car- 
rying on the work were raised, mainly by Mrs. Mary 
H. Melrose, a teacher in the public schools. It was 
named for the beloved mother of Mrs. Melrose, Mrs. 
Sarah H. Condon, who spent her life in doing good. It 
was discontinued for lack of support in 1894. 

OSGOOD AND GRACE BBADLEY MEKOBIAL FBBE 
XINDERGABTEN. 

Class 37. Organized October 3, 1892. 

This Kindergarten was organized in memory of two 
beloved children, and is supported by a devoted mother, 
Mrs. M. L. Bradley. It is located at 2880 16th street. 

JOSEPH BOSEKBEBG MEKOBIAL FBEE XINDEHGABTEIT. 

Class 38. Organized October 3, 1892. 

This Kindergarten was organized in memory of one 
who from the beginning was a generous contributor to 
the work of the Association. At his death the Associa- 
tion received a legacy of $1,000, which amount sus- 
tained a class of twenty-five children for two years. At 
the expiration of that time the class was absorbed by 
the Wilmerding Free Kindergarten. 

GRANT KEMOBIAL FBEB XINDBRGABTEN. 

Class 39. Organized July 10, 1893. 

The Grant Memorial Kindergarten was organized in 
memory of the father of Mrs. Charles Joy, of St. Louis. 

It was largely supported by her until 1897 when, on 
account of change of residence, her support was with- 
drawn and the class discontinued. 

JUNIOR HELPING HAND FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 40. Organized July 25, 1893. 

The Little Helping Hand Society, composed of very 
young members, was an auxiliary of the Helping Hand 
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Society. Its contributions enabled the Association to 
open a small class in the room occupied by Hearst No. 3. 
The contributions of the Helping Hand Society 
ceased in February, 1896, and this class, with the Kin- 
dergartens formerly carried on by the Helping Hand 
Society, was carried on by the Association until adopted 
by Mrs. Phoebe Hearst in the fall of 1896. Since 
that date the Helping Hand Free Kindergartens have 
been reorganized and are now known as Hearst Nos. 4 
and 5. Each of the Hearst Kindergartens Nos. 1, 2, 3 
and 4 have seating accommodations for forty children; 
No. 5 for twenty-five. 

GOLDEN GATE VALLEY FREE KINDERGARTEN. 
Class 41. Organized Noyember 20, 1893. 

SCOTT MEMORIAL FREE KINDERGARTEN. 
Class 42. Organized September 24, 1894. 

NOE VALLEY FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 43. Organized August 5, 1895. 

RICHMOND DISTRICT FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class 44. Organized June 24, 1895. 

These four Kindergartens were supported by contri- 
butions collected by the respective teachers under the 
protection of the Golden Gate Kindergarten Association. 
In 1897, owing to financial stringency, the Golden Gate 
Kindergarten Association felt the necessity of contract- 
ing its sphere of work, and withdrew its protection from 
all classes whose income was insufficient to cover run- 
ning expenses. 

J. C. WILMERDING MEMORIAL FREE KINDERGARTEN. 

Class as. Organized October 3, 1895. 

In the year 1895 the Association received a most gen- 
erous legacy from the late J. C. Wilmerding, who in his 
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lifetime was an enthusiastic supporter of the Kindergar- 
ten system, believing it to be the foundation of all tech- 
nical training. At this time the Joseph Rosenberg 
Memorial Kindergarten was in need of assistance, the 
$1,000 received from the Rosenberg estate having been 
exhausted. By vote of the Board of Directors the name 
of this Kindergarten was changed to that of J. C. Wil- 
merding Memorial, and, with the Osgood and Grace 
Bradley Memorial Kindergartens, it is now located at 
2880 16th street. 

The above article shows (as per following list) that 
forty -four separate classes have been organized by the 
Jackson and the Golden Gate Free Kindergarten Asso- 
ciation since the beginning of the work in October, 
1879. Of these classes 17 have been discontinued, 2 
withdrawn, 4 small classes reorganized as 2 large classes 
and 23 classes are in active operation. These changes 
were made necessary for reasons given in above article 
under the names of the various Kindergartens.

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WELCOME LEGACIES. 

In the retrospect of a work, memory always goes back 
with a peculiar tenderness and gratitude to those who, 
by their quick and ready sympathy and aid, assisted in 
laying foundations. In the heavy pressure that has 
been upon us during the past years, gifts like the follow- 
ing are as a burst of sunlight upon a troubled sea. The 
first bequest^^paid to the Association in 1886— was 
from the estate of the late Wm. Sharon, for the sum of 
$3,000, which money sustained the Flora Sharon Kind- 
ergarten for a few years. Later this kindergarten 
was discontinued for lack of support. The second 
bequest, paid to the Association in 1887, was for 
the sum of 1500. This amount was used to organize 
and support a class in the northern part of the city. 
This kindergarten was named Kahler Kindergarten, in 
memory of the testator. Captain Kahler. 

In 1892 a bequest was received of 11,000, from the 
estate of the late Joseph Rosenberg. This money was 
used in carrying on, for two years, the Joseph Rosenberg 
Memorial Kindergarten. 

In 1895 the executors of the estate of Mrs. Mary Tal- 
bot Dutton paid over to the Association the sum of $500. 
This legacy, in accordance with the wish of the testator, 
was credited to the general fund of the Association and 
expended for current expenses. 

In the fall of 1895 the Association receipted to the 
executors of the estate of the late J. C. Wilmerding for 
the sum of $9,500. This legacy enabled the Association 
to reorganize the Joseph Rosenberg Memorial and con- 
tinue this kindergarten under the name of Wilmerding 
Memorial. 
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In December, 1898, the Normal Training School of 
the Association received the sum of 12,500 from the 
estate of the late Harriet Cooper. This legacy, in 
accordance with the wish expressed by the donor, was 
set aside as a fund for lectures and instruction in special 
courses for the students of the training school. 

In February, 1899, the executors of the estate of the 
late Charles Mayne paid to the Association the sum of 
$7,379.20, which, together with the Harriet Cooper 
bequest, appears in the Treasurer's report of this year. 
These legacies enabled the Association to meet current 
expenses during the long strain of the past five years; 
to make needed repairs to kindergarten buildings; to 
keep open kindergartens which otherwise must have 
closed; to publish the Annual Report, and in general to 
increase the efficiency of its work. 

These large and unexpected gifts merit more eloquent 
thanks than words can express. Without this material 
help the work must have languished and the little chil- 
dren been deprived of the advantages and safeguards 
offered in their earliest years by the kindergartens. 

It is a joy to know that appreciation of this great and 
good work is steadily growing in the hearts of intelli- 
gent and thoughtful people, and the Golden Gate Kin- 
dergarten Association returns earnest thanks for constant 
co-operation and liberality. 
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MOTHERS' MEETINGS. 

The Mothers' Meetings, during the past year, have 
increased in interest and influence. 

On the afternoon of the first Friday of each month 
the mothers in the vicinity of the respective Kinder- 
garten have met with the Kindergartners and engaged 
in useful and instructive work or listened to practical 
lectures on subjects pertaining to home, home-making 
and the care of children. In many localities clubs have 
been formed under the supervision of the teacher, who 
invariably acts as secretary. Each club has a practical 
purpose in view. 

The club at Stanford Kindergarten No. 5, known as 
the Mothers' Progressive Club, has provided the sub- 
stantial refreshments served at the simple entertain- 
ments given to the children on the national f^te days. 
On other afternoons lectures on emergency cases have 
been listened to with eager attention, — animated dis- 
cussions have followed, and teachers and mothers have 
through this common interest established closer rela- 
tions and become mutually helpful. 

At the Two Friends' Kindergarten the Mothers' Club 
has been virtually a sewing society. Through its efforts 
clothing for the more needy of the children has been 
provided. 

At the Pope, Emily P. Walker Memorial, Real Estate 
and Attorneys' Free Kindergartens the interest has cen- 
tered in the homely but useful work of making patch- 
work quilts and braiding rugs. 

The Osgood and Grace Bradley and Wilmerding Me- 
morial Kindergartens and the Lux-Potter, Fuller Shat- 
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tuck Memorial and Merchants' Kindergartens, being in 
the same neighborhood, have often held united meet- 
ings, and have enjoyed and profited by helpful discus- 
sions on hygienic subjects under the able leadership of 
Dr. A. M. Beecher and others. 

At Stanford Kindergartens Nos. 1 and 2, the exercises 
have chiefly consisted of talks on Kindergarten topics, 
while the mothers were busily sewing to supply the 
material needs of the Kindergarten. 

At Stanford Kindergartens Nos. 3 and 4, at the re* 
quest of the mothers, the kindergartners have given in- 
structive talks on the educational value of children's 
work and play as given in the kindergarten. 

The meetings at the Lester Norris Memorial and 
Produce Exchange Kindergartens have had varied pro* 
grams. Sanitary lectures have been given to the mothers 
by Drs. Beecher and Smiley; Mrs. B. F. Norris has 
entertained them by readings, and the afternoon hours 
have been profitably filled. 

At the Hearst Kindergartens the character of the 
meetings has materially differed from that of other 
localities; for there, in the heart of the Latin Quarter^ 
are grouped foreign-speaking parents of limited means, 
who are circumscribed in their efforts for the best good 
of their children. 

In the beginning of this work the difiiculties arising 
from the mother's ignorance of the English language, 
compelled the kindergartners to provide musical and 
other entertainments that appealed to the ear and the 
eye. As in all Mothers' Meetings, these entertainments 
were followed by light refreshments, kindergarten songs 
and plays, after which the mothers returned to their 
homes well pleased with their afternoon at the Kinder- 
garten. 
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The aim of the Mothers' Meetings is to instruct, to 
elevate and to bring into sympathetic relations mothers, 
children and teachers. To accomplish this end, no 
means are too trivial, no detail is too unimportant to 
the kindergartner, and, while present results fail to 
realize her expectations, she perseveres in her work, 
believing that future success will crown her efforts. 

Our Faithful Teachers. — The city of San Fran- 
cisco will never know how much of its prosperity is due 
to the faithful kindergartners who gather in the little 
children and lay in them the foundations for good citi- 
zenship. These teachers are the self-constituted guard- 
ians of all needy children, and their affectionate interest 
in them is often the poor child's providence. They are 
consecrated workers in the great fields of humanity. 
Their reward is as measureless as time. Let the work 
increase until every neglected child in this great city 
has a home in the kindergartens. 
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FREE NORMAL TRAINING SCHOOL 

OF THE GOLDEN GATE KINDERGARTEN ASSOCIATION 

221 Ninth Street. 

(Organized July, 1891). 

Anna M. Stovall Priucipal. 

This department originated in the request of the 
Directors to have the Training School, in which the 
assistants studied, an organic part of the Association. 

Its purpose is to provide a thorough course of kin- 
dergarten training free to young women, and at the 
same time to secure at the minimum of expense, a corps 
of earnest assistants for the kindergartens under the 
Association . 

It is now in its ninth year, and has graduated 147 
kindergartners. Most encouraging reports are heard 
concerning the work of the graduates employed in pub- 
lic and private kindergartens. 

Course of Training. — In conformity with the plan 
recommended by the International Kindergarten Union, 
the Training School, with the other Kindergarten 
Training Schools of San Francisco and vicinity, adopted 
in 1897 the two years^ course for the diploma. 

The course includes the study of FroebePs theory, 
the songs, games, gifts, occupations and stories of the 
kindergarten; history of education; psychology of child- 
hood; lessons by special teachers in physical culture, 
singing, drawing and elementary science; preparation 
of the books of kindergarten occupations and daily 
practice and observation in the Kindergarten. Special 
lectures on hygiene, moral culture and general train- 
ing of children, by professors of University of Califor- 
nia and Stanford University and others are given 
throughout the course. 
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Text Books: — Mother Plays, Froebel; Edncation of Man, Froebel; 
Pedagogics of the Kindergarten, Froebel; History of Pedagogy, Hailmann. 

Rbquibed Readings: — FroebePs Educational Laws for all Teachers, 
Hughes; Froebel, or Education through Self Activity, Boxoen; Psychology 
of Childhood, Tracy; The Story of the Mind, Baldwin; Infant Mind, 
Preyer; Symbolic Education, Blow; The Story of Plants, Allen; Song of 
Life, MorUy; In a Child's World, PouUaon; Stories and Talks for Kinder- 
garten, Wilise; Power through Repose, Call ; History of Pedagogy, Com- 
payre; History of Education, Painter. 

A well selected library of over 250 volumes, to which 
the latest pedagogical works are being constaiitly added, 
belongs to the Training School and students are required 
to use it for collateral reading. 

Requirements for Admission. — Candidates for ad- 
mission should be at least 18 years of age, should have 
good firm health, a high school education or general 
scholarship equal to it, some musical ability, a deep and 
sincere love for children and refinement of character. 

Those holding a teacher's certificate and presenting 
testimonials of successful experience, or those over 20 
years of age having had some special pedagogical train- 
ing for the work, may enter to complete the course in 
one year. Their continuance, however, depends upon 
the maintenance of a satisfactory standing. 

All applicants must present credential letters testify- 
ing to their intellectual and moral fitness for the work. 

General Information. — No entrance examination is 
required, but all students are admitted on probation. 
A personal interview with the applicant is desired, but 
if this is not possible, application for admission should 
be made by letter to the principal. 

It is expected that all students will be present at the 
beginning of the term. If a student can not arrange 
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to enter uutil after the class has gone over a portion of 
the year's work, she must begin at the point where she 
finds it, and to complete the course with the class, she 
must, before the end of the year, make up all work she 
has lost. 

A lack of musical ability does not debar the applicant 
from taking the course, but since music is a part of the 
daily exercises with the children, a graduate who does 
not possess a true, sweet voice for singing, or who can- 
not read simple music readily and execute it with ex- 
pression, must join forces in teaching with some person 
who is musical. 

All students are required to assist regularly during 
their entire term of study in kindergartens under the 
Association, and to attend class sessions three afternoons 
of each school week. 

As far as possible, the principal will consider the loca- 
tion of the home of the student when assigning the 
assistantships. 

Students will be expected to furnish their own kinder- 
garten materials and books. The entire expense does 
not exceed thirteen dollars, as everything is furnished 
at the lowest possible rates, which are reduced from the 
ordinary retail prices by special arrangement in behalf 
of the training school. 

Letters are frequently received making inquiries in 
reference to the possibility of securing places where 
personal service would pay for personal expenses. This 
is impracticable, unless the young woman has very 
robust health, and is capable of dispatching work both 
rapidly and satisfactorily, as the practice work in the 
kindergarten and the attendance upon class sessions 
leave little time for such service. 
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Boarding places can be obtained by those from a dis- 
tance for a reasonable price. The lowest, for respectable 
surroundings and wholesome fare, is four to five dollars 
per week.

Term begins the first Monday in August. 

Term closes the middle of June. 

Vacations — Autumn vacation, one week; winter vaca- 
tion, two weeks; spring vacation, one week;

Kindergarten sessions — 9 a. m. to 2 o'clock p. m., school 
days. 

Class sessions — 2:30 to 4:30 o'clock p. m. 

Senior Class — Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays. 

Junior (7Za«8— Mondays, Tuesdays and Thursdays. 

BtudentB are required to attend the leotares given before the Qolden 
Gate Froebel Association, and to attend special lectnres deliTered on after- 
noons other than those of their regular class sessions. 

Daring the Junior year students are assigned to two kindergartens, the 
change being made at the holiday Tacatlon; in the senior year the assign* 
ments are made quarterly . 
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KINDERGARTEN TRAINING. 

A young woman will find so mach culture of thought to be deriyed 
from the discussion of FroebePs insights and theories, and so much pecu- 
liarly fitting experience from her daily class in the Kindergarten— experi- 
ence that will prove invaluable to her as a wife and mother, that she will 
serve her apprenticeship in the Kindergarten gladly, though it be no part 
of her intention to follow teaching as a vocation. — Dr. Wm. T. Harris, 
U. S. Commissioner of Education. 

To be a Kindergartner is the perfect development of womanliness — a 
working with God at the very fountain of artistic and intellectual power 
and moral character. It is, therefore, the highest finish that can be given 
to a woman's education, to be educated for a Kindergartner. — Elizabeth 
Peabody, founder of American Kindergartens. 

Years ago that noble woman, Elizabeth P. Peabody, gave some valuable 
suggestions to young ladies of society, the substance of which should be 
kept before the people continually. She went on to show that, with the 
exception of mothers, no other class of persons can be more fit or worthy 
to reign in the Kindergarten than the well-educated and accomplished 
young woman of modern society— the very class which, at present, do not 
seem to know what to do with themselves. She goes on to prove that 
once let the Kindergarten system become general, and proper employment 
would be found to the great benefit of every future generation. The claim 
on women to train properly the new generation ought to be general. The 
Kindergarten must form the basis of cultivating the art of infant training 
and of knowledge of the principles of education among women. And 
because education — physical, intellectual, and moral — cannot be made an 
object of study in books, the Kindergarten has provided the plan of con- 
necting with Normal Institutions this highest, or finishing, education for 
young women. This can only be done thoroughly by the union of Kin- 
dergartens for practical demonstrations of the system, with normal training 
bearing upon the education of children. In view of these facts, could the 
Golden Gate Kindergarten Association be a greater evangel of blessing 
than to be the provider of a free kindergarten training for such as are 
ready to receive it? And when we say, **for such as are ready to receive 
it," we mean that there must be foundation qualities upon which to build; 
there must be essential character to start with, or the training will amount 
to little or nothing. — Sarah B. Cooper, founder of Golden Gate Kinder- 
garten Association.

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HATWTET GOOPEB NOBMAL TRAINING SCHOOL FT7ND. 

Leoact Received December 7. 1898. 

By the terms of the will of the late Harriet Cooper, 
who, during her lifetime, was Deputy Superintendent 
of the Association, a legacy of $2,500 was bequeathed 
to the Free Normal Training School of the Association, 
and Anna M. Stovall, the principal, was named as 
trustee. 

From the organization of the Normal School until her 
demise, Miss Cooper took a special interest in the school, 
and it was her ardent desire that it should furnish a 
complete and thorough course of training to its students. 

The bequest is known as the Harriet Cooper Normal 
Training School Fund, and it will be devoted to broad- 
ening and strengthening the work with the student- 
assistants.

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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 

OF THE 

Golden Gate Kindergarten Association. 

ARTICLE I. 

NAMB AND OBJECT. 

Seution. 1. This organization shall be called the " Golden 
Qate Kindergarten Association. " 

Seo. 2. The object shall be the establishment and mainte- 
nance of Free Kindergartens in San Francisco and environs; the 
sustaining of a Free Normal Training School for Kindergartners; 
and the further promotion of the work among needy, neglected 
children, as far as possible, in pursuance of the Articles of In- 
corporation of this Association. 

ARTICLE II. 

MEMBEBSHIP. 

Seotion. I. Any person may become a member of this Asso- 
ciation by giving annually three dollars or more to its support. 
Children may become members of the Association by giving 
annually one dollar. Honorary Officers and Members shall be 
exempt from dues. 

Seo. 2. By the donation of twenty-five dollars, at any given 
time, any person may become a Life Member of the Association. 
By the donation of ten dollars, at any given time, any child 
under fifteen years of age may become a Life Member. Any 
person who has done special service in the Kindergarten cause, 
^&7f ^y ▼ote of the Board of Directors, be constituted an Hon- 
orary Member of the Association. 

ARTICLE in. 

BOABD OF DIREOTORS, BOABD OF MANAQEBS, AND OFFI0ER8. 

Section. 1. The Board of Directors shall consist of eleven 
members. Vacancies in the Board shall be filled by the Board 
from the members of the Association. Six members shall con- 
stitute a quorum. 
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Sec. 2. The Board of Managers shall consist of not less 
than thirty, and not more than forty members. Yaoancies in the 
Board shall be filled by the Board of Directors from the mem* 
bers of the Association. Seven members shall constitute a 
quorum. 

Sec. 3. The OfiBicers of the Association shall consist of a Presi- 
dent, two Vice-Presidents, two Secretaries, and a Treasurer, all 
of whom shall be chosen annually by the Board of Directors. 
The Board of Directors may, in its discretion, elect an Honorary 
President from its members, and two Honorary Vice-Presidents 
from the members of the Association. 

All elections shall be by ballot. 

ARTICLE IV. 

MEETINOS. 

Sbotion 1. The annual meeting of the Board of Directors 
shall be held on the first Thursday in October. 

The regular meeting of the Board of Directors shall be held 
on the second Thursday of every month. 

The annual meeting of the Board of Managers shall be held 
on the first Thursday in October. 

The regular meeting of the Board of Managers shall be held 
on the second Thursday of every month. 

Special meetings of either Board may be called at the option 
of the President, or by request of six members of the Board of 
Directors, or seven members of the Board of Managers. The 
Board of Directors is expected to meet annually and monthly 
with the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 2. Roberts' Rules of Order shall be the authority of the 
Association when the instructions embodied in the Constitution 
and By-Laws are not deemed sufficient to decide questions of a 
parliamentary character. 
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ABTICLE V. 

DUTIKS OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS, BOARD OF MANAOBBS, AND OFHOEBS. 

Section I . — Board of Directors, The duties of the Board of 
Directors shall consist — 

First — In the general management of the work of the Associ- 
ation. 

Second — In the annual election of the officers of the Associa- 
tion, and of the members of the Board of Managers. 

Sec. 2. — Board of Managers. The duties of the Board of 
Managers shall be to assist the Board of Directors in the work 
of the Association, to attend all meetings, to interest the public 
in the objects of the Association, and to carry out the work of 
the various committees. 

Sec. 8. — President. It shall be the duty of the President to 
preside at all meetings of the Board of Directors and of the 
Board of Managers; to appoint all Committees not otherwise 
provided for by these By-Laws; and to call special meetings, as 
heretofore detailed. The President shall be ex-officio a member 
of all standing committees. 

Sbc. 4. — Vice-Presidents. The Vice-Presidents, first and sec- 
ond in the order named, shall in the absence of the President, 
perform the duties of the President. 

Sec. 6. — Secretaries. It shall be the duty of the Secretaries 
to keep minutes of the proceedings of all meetings of the Board 
of Directors and the Board of Managers; to have the custody 
of all papers and documents of every description belonging to 
the meeting, and to let none of them be taken from the table 
without the order of the meeting. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretaries to notify the Board of 
Directors and the Board of Managers of all regular and special 
meetings, at least three days before such meetings, and such 
notices may be given personally, or by depositing a written 
notice in the postoffice in said city and county, addressed to the 
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person at his or her last known place of residence, postage pre- 
paid, and such deposit of such notice shall be deemed to be 
service of notice. It shall also be the duty of the Secretaries to 
notify the chairman of each Committee of the duties of such 
Committee, and the names of all the members constituting the 
Committee. 

Sbo. 6. — Treasurer, It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to 
receive all the moneys belonging to the Association, and deposit 
the same at such place as may be designated by the Board of 
Directors; to keep an account of all receipts and expenditures, 
and to submit a monthly report of the same at tho regular 
meeting of the Board of Directors and of the Board of Managers, 
and an annual report at the annual meetings. 

ARTICLE VI. 

STANDINa OOMMITTBES DUTIES OF THB SAME. 

Section 1. There shall be five Standing Committees, viz: 
Executive Committee, Auditing Committee, Visiting Committee, 
Reception Committee, and Educational Committee; all of which, 
with exception of the Educational Committee, shall report 
monthly to the Board of Managers. 

Sbo. 2. — Executive Committee. The Executive Committee shall 
consist of the Board of Directors, Officers of the Association, 
Auditing Committee, and the Chairman of the Board of Managers. 
Five members shall constitute a quorum. It shall be the 
duty of the Executive Committee to provide suitable quarters 
for the meetings of the Board of Directors and the Board of 
Managers, to appoint teachers for the various kindergartens 
connected with the Association, and to employ such means 
generally as to them may seem best to promote the interests of 
the Association, and to advance the purposes for which it was 
organized and is maintained. The Committee shall report at 
the monthly meeting of the Board of Managers as to the con- 
dition and progress of the work with which it has been entrusted . 

Sbo. 3. — Auditing Committee. The Auditing Committee shall 
be appointed annually by the Board of Directors. It shall

consist of a Chairman chosen from the Board of Directors and 
two members chosen from the Board of Managers. It shall ex- 
amine the accounts, reports, and vouchers of the Treasurer, and 
report on the same when called upon by the Executive Commit- 
tee to do so, and shall examine and report on all claims and ac- 
counts against the Association previous to their being passed for 
payment. 

Seo. 4. — VtsiUng Committee, The Visiting Committee shall 
be appointed annually by the President. Each Kindergarten 
shall have its special committee. The Chairman of such com- 
mittee shall be appointed from the Board of Managers. It shall 
be the duty of the Visiting Committee to visit the Kindergartens 
at least once a month, making critical inspection of the same, 
and reporting on the progress and needs of the work. It 
shall also be the duty of the Visiting Committee to bring be- 
fore the Board of Managers, for their consideration and action, 
any necessary improvements or suggestions in regard to the 
Kindergartens. 

Seo. 5. — Reception Committee, The Reception Committee 
shall be appointed annually by the President. The Chairman 
of such committee shall be chosen from the Board of Managers. 
It will be the duty of the Reception Committee to accompany 
and welcome to the various Kindergartens any who may wish to 
visit the same. 

Sbo. 6 — Educaiional Committee, The Educational Committee 
shall be appointed annually by the Board of Directors. It 
shall be the duty of the Educational Committee to assist the 
officers of the Association with counsel and advice in matters 
pertaining to the educational part of the work. 

ARTICLE VII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

This Constitution and these By-Laws may be altered or 
amended by a two-thirds vote of the members present at any 
regular meeting of the Board of Directors, previous notice of 
such alteration or amendment having been given in writing at 
the last preceding regular meeting.
